The reason for this 
npp:al is that Britain may con¬ 
tinue to receive from Canada 
shipments of bacon and ham, so 
urgently required for military 
and civilian needs. The strain 
ol‘ war on the people of Britain 
makes nourishing food more 
important to them. Proper diets 
can be maintained by steady 
shipments of essential foods— 
end one of them is pork in the 
form of bacon and ham. 

Until early in November at 
lean, Can ad an s can make up 
their menus with cheese, beans, 
chicken, turkey, eggs, fish fresh 
vegetables and cereals. They 

can also buy the following pork 

products which are,not needed 
for export to Britain; pork ten¬ 
derloin, head cheese, pigs’ feet, 
pigs' knuckles and pork sau¬ 
sage. 

in Canada there is still plen¬ 
ty o( a variety of nourishing RMO 
foods, but it is different in Bri¬ 
tain. There, luxury* foods are 
unknown and most staple foods 
are rationed. 

l)o not buy fresh cuts of ba¬ 
con or ham during the next few 
weeks in order to help Britain 
to continue to receive agreed- 
upon. shipments.

RENEW YOUR RECORDER 


"Necessity of finding new Rouree# 
from which to derive essential pro¬ 
ducts for successful prosecution of the 
war lias created opportunities for 
expansion of the industrial ntilirjxtion 
of Canada’s surplus wheat. The Allied 
nations arc faced with the necessity 
of immediately creating synthetic 
rubber and various forms of alcohol 
from products which readily lend 
themselves to this conversion,” ac 
cording to a statement issued today 
by the North West Line Elevators 
Association. 

“Wheat can he used in large quan¬ 
tities for manufacture of higher 
forms of alcohol for conversion into 
synthetic rubber. Wheat also is par¬ 
ticularly suited for conversion into 
explosives, chemicals and high test 
motor fuels required by fast-moving 
fighting plnnes nnd bombers," the 
statement continues. 

“More than two and one half years 
prior to the outbreak of war Line 
Elevator Companies advocated, before 
the lTurgcon Royal Crain Inquiry 
Commission that the Government 

? ;ive practical assistance in determ in- 
ng the possibilities of finding addi¬ 
tional owes lor farm v‘;** duct ’»- 
Following this the Line Elevator 
Companies’ lepresentotive visited the 
principal research laboratories in the 
United States to make n report on 
the possibilities of wheat and other 
farm products being utilized in indus¬ 
trial products. This report, which was 
laid before the Dominion Government, 
indicated a field for extensive us? of 
wheat in manufacture of motor fuel. 
The Government was then urged to 
erect experimental motor fuel plants 
and to establish laboratories designed 
especially to conduct research into 
finding new nnd expanded ii*'es for 
wheat and other farm products. 

“Canada’s carryover of old crop 
wheat at July ni?t. 1042. was 424,- 
018,420 bushels. The 1012 crop is 
estimated at 6S7.000.0UO bushels, an 
all-time record. The Government has 
indicated that it will take delivery of 
only 280 . 000,000 bushel* of the 1042 j 
prairie crop. 

“With the Japanese a? her front 
gates Australia, in July of this year, 
put into operation the first of four 
distilleries for convert)ion of wheat 
into power alcohol. When Australia’s 
present power alcohol project is »otn- 
pleted she will have four distilleries 
producing annually 12 . 000.000 gallons 
using approximately 6,000.000 bushels, 
of wheat each year. If Australia con 
develop industrial uses for wheat in 
such a period of stress and danger as 
she is now passing through it tdmuld 
be possible lor this continent to like¬ 
wise find new uses for our huge sur¬ 
plus stocks of wheat. 

Abortive Agreements 
"Nothing constructive is b?i»fl ac¬ 
complished to meet the present prob¬ 
lem of the wheat fanner. It is true 
that an International Wheat Confer¬ 
ence, in recent months, hold a series 
of meetings. This conference was 
attended by representatives from Can¬ 
ada, Argentina, Britain, Australia 
and the United States. Certain con¬ 
clusions were reached, to come into 
effect after the war. 

M It is most difficult to share any 
optimism that uu International Con¬ 
ference such as that held ot Washing¬ 
ton can or will have any appreciable 
effect on the post war wheat situa¬ 
tion. For any conference to be effec¬ 
tive it must bo attended by nil 
interested Nations, and particularly 
by those Canada mid other exporting 
countries expert ns wheat post-war 
customers. Such a conference is, of 
course, now impossible nnd may ha. 
for some |»eri«>d of time after the 
close of hostilities. Previous World 
Wheat Conferences did nothing to 
solve past nnd present wheat prob¬ 
lems and there is little reason to 
expect any worthwhile) results from 
future conferences. Importing coun¬ 
tries have shown in the pa*-t that 
they will buy wheat from whence It 
can Ik* most cheaply purehused," says 
the statement. 

“Importing countries frowned on the 
attempts made by wheat exporting 
countries to dictate wheat pi res in 
the decade following the Great War. 
These attempts added to their desire 
for self-sufficiency in production * f 
foodstuffs. Both man and nation will 
resist price dictation and monopoly 
in the necessities of life. No wheat 
exporting nation or combination OX 
wheat exporting nations, could long 
maintain a price cartel on wheat 
which would prove satisfactory to 
both producer and consumer. Tho 
interests of these two opposing fac¬ 
tious are too remote to hops that any 
International Council, regardless of 
bow powerful, could fix a price which 
Would result iu Canada maintaining

her role as the breadbasket of tha 
world. Argentina demonstrated 4uf- 
ing the term of the last World Wh**t 
Agreement that export quotas to tan 
little or nothing when a country ban 
a commodity on its shelves that Ua 
farm population hs« produced and 
must sell. 

Expanded Markets Is Solution 

“The position token by the Lina 
Elevator Companies, prior to tho 
War, was that solution of tho wheat 
problem lay in expanding existing 
markets; locating new and profitable 
markets and uses for wheat nnd 
return to free International exchange 
of goods, rather than restricting 
production and placing quotes on 
sale* of wheat abroad. That still is 
the policy of the Line Elevator 
Companies. In the return to frao 
International exchange of 
soon «* possible after the 
the real hope of the wheat farmer. 
Meanwhile every possible avenha of 
expanding uses for wheat must bo 
devoloped. 

“Wheat farmers have met the 
demand* of tho Federal government 
in reducing wheat acreage. The Cattn- 
difin Wheat Board, by lew, is per¬ 
mitted to accept delivery of only 
280,000,000 bushels of the 1042 crop. 
What will the farmcis do with tho 
bahneo of the 1042 crop? l^pt 
balance will amount to approximately 
247.000,000 bushels. 4 . 

“Canada and her Allies need high 
test motor fuels for their fighting 
airplanes. The higher forms of nlco- 
hols are also needed for synthetic 
rubber and alcohol in greater quan¬ 
tities than are now being produced. 
These necessary supplies can be 
obtained through conversion of wheat 
into various forms of alcohol such 
ns ethyl alcohol, butyl alcohol and 
butvlens glycol and which in tom 
can be converted into rubber. 


Distilleries Needed in West 

"Unfortunately the Line Elevator 
Companies were not successful, prior 
to the Wav, and in the early War 
years, in having the Government 
adopt plan* for the erection of distil¬ 
leries for the conversion of wheat 
into alcohol. At that time it was 
more simple to secure tbe materia) 
and labor required for the erection 
of the necessary plant* for converting 
wheat into alcohol. The Government 
a few days ago announced that from 
November 1st the output of all 
distilleries will be directed to the 
manufacture of commodities required 
in the production of synthetic rubber 
and chemical and explosive needs of 
the Allies. To adequately meet tha 
situation action should be taken to 
determine th? advisability of erecting 
distillery plants at strategic points 
throughout tho West for War pur¬ 
poses and in which wheat would be 
converted into alcohol* required in 
the maim/nctuie of synthetic rubber 
and into high test motor fuels for 
airplanes, The placing of these plants 
at central points in the Western 
wheat area would to that extent 
release railway equipment and lake 
vessels for other War uses instead 
of hauling such grain from th# 
prairies to Eastern Canada. 

“In uddition, the 1 irge cane sugar 
refineries loca.cd 011 the east and 
wt'ti coasts might ho converted for 
use in manufacturing wheat into 
alcohols for War purposes. There ia 
difficulty now in importing sugar 
cane ami I'auadu is approaching th# 
stage where she will be dependent 
for MiT.r on domestic sugar Rets. 
This development would leave th# 
can# refineries with no useful func¬ 
tion, Tho beet sugar factories can 
operate only four months of the 
year in extracting sugar from beets. 
The reason for this is that the sugar 
content in hoots drops rapidly tines 
or four months after tiny air her- 
vested. 1 ‘ossih'lity of uo.ng the tlv# 
large b?et ro^ar f.ic or’ca located ii» 
Manitoba, Alberta and Ontario for 
utilV 113 surplus wheat in our War 
machine during the remaining eight 
months of the year should Ik* studied. 

“Large scale utilisation of wheat for 
industrial and war purposes woulJ 
ilia hli the govern incut to increase 
if* purchase of wheat from farmers 
Leonid the 2GO,0'JU 000 htifhela which 
it now proposes to accept. 

“While vc bin hi? time bus been lost 
it is still not too late f< r the Federal 
Department of Agriculture to lead 
the way in finding a solution for th# 
tin pin* w heat problem. Reducing 
wheat acreage is no solution for th# 
nrcss rf Western Canada y^bich ur# 
suited only to growing wheat. Neither 
are export wheat quota* the solution. 
Expanded uses now is the uced/* th# 
Btuteuieut coucludoe*
